AT MART; CROPS 
NEED RAINFALL 


About eight quarts of home-grown 
strawberries opened the season for 
that fruit at the Farm ers’ market 
house this morning and disappeared 
quickly at 20 cents a quart. 
Farmers 
said 
the 
quantity 
of 
early berries is being reduced by 
the current dry weather and that 
unless generous showers fall soon 
the entire berry crop will be seri­ 
ously affected. 
A better supply of 
berries was promised for Tuesday’s 
session at which flowers for Me­ 
morial Day are expected to form a 
large part of the offerings. Other 
hucksters said the berries will be 
more plentiful in another week. 
Spinach was on sale in good sup­ 
ply for the first time this year and 
cauliflower made its initial appear­ 
ance. 
Spinach sold for 15 cents a 
quarter peck and 
the cauliflower 
ranged from three to IO cents a 
head.

O N L Y '63 VET IN 
MAY 30 PARADE 


Miss Ruth Chamberlain to 
Wed Fred Kahleron Sunday 


With only two Civil war veterans 
surviving in Adams county, Major 
Calvin Gilbert. Springs avenue, who 
last month observed his 100th birth­ 
day anniversary, may be the only 
representative of the “Boys in Blue” 
in the Memorial Day parade here 
next Tuesday and the only Civil war 
veteran 
to 
hear 
the 
address 
of 
United States Senator Harry Flood 
Byrd later at the rostrum. 
At Major Gilbert’s home today it 
was stated that if the weather is fa­ 
vorable and if Major G ilbert’s usual 
state of health continues, he will 
participate in the parade and wit­ 
ness tile exercises that will follow 
in (he National 060101017/. 
His pres­ 
ence there will continue a record he 
has kept intact since m oving here 
from Chambersburg in 1885. 
Since 
that time Major Gilbert 
has 
not 
missed a Memorial service in the 
National cemetery. 
The old soldier does not expect to 
participate in the parade and exer­ 
cises of the colored residents of the 
town on Sunday afternoon nor in 
the annual G A R. m emorial services 
in the East Middle street post room 
on the same afternoon. 
In other 
years 
several 
visiting 
veterans of the Civil war have a t­ 
tended the Memorial Day exercises 
here, but the com m ittee in charge 
has had no word from any who ex­ 
pect to attend this year. 
George W. Krug. Ktogsdale, is the 
only other Civil war veteran in Ad­ 
ams county. 
He does not plan to 
come here next Tuesday. 
At the G. A. R. services on Sunday 
afternoon there will he two black- 
draped chairs in memory of two old 
soldiers who have died in this county 
since last May 30.

Cincinnati’s 
marauding 
Reds, 
young, cocky and capable, are back 
on top the National league and 
liable to stay there until the frost 
is on the pumpkins next October. 
It was two weeks ago Sunday that 
the pride of Hie Rhineland was 
beaten for the fourth time in five 
games and toppled into third place 
and it might seem foolhardy to get 
steamed up about any club on a 
two weeks trial. 
Yet the Reds have won ll consec­ 
utive games with such aplomb that 
nothing in baseball right now can 
compare with them except the world 
champion Yankees, who generally 
are incomparable. 
The Reds beat the St, Louis Car­ 
dinals 7-5 Friday in the Cards* own 
park for the percentage points which 
finally lifted them to the front oi 
the race. This climactic step served 
only to forge the sentiment which 
had been gathering behind Cincin­ 
nati for days. 
Naturally Cincinnati can't be ex­ 
pected to maintain such a stride 
over a long period of time. But the 
very intensity of the drive to get 
back in front shows the Reds are 
able to make the pace just about as 
they desire it. 
In the only other National league 
contest Friday the Pittsburgh Pi­ 
rates staged a 14-5 vendetta against 
the Chicago Cubs, 
They shelled 
Bill Lee from the mound in the

steady assault on three succeeding 
pitchers. 
The Yankees again proved in­ 
domitable by beating the Philadel­ 
phia Athletics 1-0 on Tommy Hen- 
rich's fourth home run of the spring. 
It was the second successive day 
they had triumphed while being held 
to four hits. 
The Boston Red Sox, with a re­ 
vised batting order, halted a three- 
game slump by whipping the Wash­ 
ington Senators 4-2 and in the only 
other game the Chicago White Sox 
hobbled the Cleveland Indians 2-1 
on Joe Kuhel’s homer in the seventh 
inning.
